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UT tho' Novicius was remov'd from 
the Imperial Preſence, Palatina could 
by no means be perſuaded to part 

| with Montiana; her pretended Zeal 

for her Miſtreſs's Honour; her outward ſhew 
of Devotion; and her ſpecious A ſſurances 
of an Inviolable Fidelity, had ſo inſinuated 
themſelves into the Empreſs's Affections, 


that ſhe ſeem'd almoſt the better half of her, 


and no more to be feparated from her, than 
her own Being: Whetefore after the Chief 
Miniſters had happily laid aſide all other 
Obſtacles, in the Perſons of Areurio, Anſel-

#0 Henrico, &cc. and had try'd in vain to 6 
do the lame by that Female Favourite, they 
contented themſelves with an Eſtabliſhment, : 
which in all Appearance was too ſtrong to :

Their Intereſt was now thought to be ſo 8 
deeply grafted, and their Authority ſo rirmly 
ſetled, that nothing but a Miratle could root 
it out, and unhinge it. As for Monti ana, 
they look'd upon her as a Woman that had 
Wit and Addreſs enough to keep herſelf in 
her own Employments, but not Abilities 
enough to work them out of theirs ; there- 
fore Mirabel took the Field as uſual, while 
Delphino, with his Partizano's, buſied him- 
ſelf in his accuſtom'd Cares of providing 
for the Tranquility of the Empire at Home, 
and the Succeſs of its Armies Abroad. 
Io give the Particulars of this Campaign, 
and ſet it in its proper Light, to enumerate 
its Glorious Occurrences, or ſpeak rightly of 
the ſurpriſing Advantages that aroſe from it; 
in a word, todo Juſtice to the Valour of the 
Generals, and the Intrepidity of the other 
Officers, and Soldiers, requires the ſame 
| Ardor with which they Fought, and the 
ſame Spirit with which they Conquer. 
Who but Ceſar himſelf could give a juſt 
and adequate Deſcription of Cæſar's Victo- 
ries? O Goddeſs of Battels Inſpire me! 
O 
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O Thou! to whoſe Province it is allotted 
to Record Military Atchievements, aſſiſt me! 
while I bring the Champion of Britomartia, 
through Fields of Blood, to the Purchaſe 
of new Laurels, and attend upon his Col- 
legue Eugenio, the Allemannian Hero, thro? 
Slaughter and Deſolation. 

The time vas come, when the Lilliani- 
ens, fluſh'd with the Succeſs of Surprizing 
Two Open and Defenſeleſs Towns, and the 
Princes of their Blood, ſhould dare to make 
a ſhew of ſtanding Prince Mirabel and his 
Illuſtrious Aſſociate. They had, by means 
of an Indiſpoſition, that retarded the Moti- 
ons of the Firſt of thoſe Generals, and à 
long tireſome March, that hinder'd the laſt 
from joining him, form'd the Siege of O. 
deni, which was no ſooner known to the 
Confederates, but was ſo agreeable to them, 
that they all marched from the Legato, who 
was inſtantly recover'd at the very News of 
it, to the private Men, with all poſſible 
Diligence; reciprocally Encouraging one 
another to undergo the Difficulties of the 
way with certain Preſages of Victory. So 
great was the Deſire of the Soldiers for 
Action, that ſeveral, who were carried on 
Horſes and Waggons before the Fight, diſ- 
mounted when the Attack began, and tho? 
Weak and lll, did very remarkable Service. 
The Enemy was very ſtrongly lntrenched

or Entrenchments, could any way Diſpitit 
or Intimidate the Gallant Mirabel; he gave 
Orders for the Troo immediately to Ad- 
vali and putting himſelf at the Head of 


articular Legion, fnatch'd the Stand- 


af out of one of his own Vexillans Arms, 
and carried it Undauntedly before them, 


that they might be indac'd, "Hite? the Ap- 


prehenſions of loſing it, to make after him, 
towards its Preſervation.

This was readily agreed to by the other 
Generals, and the Army inveſted the Town 
for that purpoſe.

Jewel of his Crown: No leſs a Perſon than 
2 Prince of the Firſt Rank was aſſign'd for 
its Chief Governour, who had under hi 
ſeveral Prefecto's of the moſt approv?

Jalchng Opportanities to fling Succoùrs 
mto the Town, to Sup pply the places of the 
Kitts and Wounded. Here, they work'd 
under ground, Ike Moles, to demoliſh the 
Ram aer, they run Counter-Miries 
to do ame by the Batteries form'd 
againſt them: On this fide Men were toſyd 
uß into the Air from Exploſions of unfore- 
feen Cavities;; on that, the Falb of Bulwarks 
and Fortificarions made large Appertures 
and Breaches: 
When tHe Diſſoyal Bavaro, to give the 
Beſiegers a Diverſion, came with 4 Nume- 
Tous Body of Forces, and ſate down before 
Braxelia, the Capita] City of all Flandria, 
Atld in which the Chief Governour of all 
the Adjacent Provinces had his uſual _ 
dence.

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him quit his Enterprize, after he had been 
Three times Repulſed by the Beſieged, who 
were but a handful of Men in Compariſon 
of the Aſſailants. From hence he return'd 
to his Poſt off of I»ſulata, where Eugenio had 
made a conſiderable Progreſs in Reducing 
the City it ſelf ; but for want of Ammuni- 
tion could not carry on his Approaches as 
vigorouſly as he would againſt the Citadel. 
This the Britomartian Prince foreſaw, would 
tend to the Ruine of all their Schemes, did 
not he make ſufficient Proviſion for the Se- 
curity of their Convoys, which were in 
Danger of being Intercepted by the Enemy, 
who had poſſeſs'd all the Avenues between 
him, and the Place from whence he receiv'd 
his Supplies. He therefore order'd out a 
Detachment to diſlodge them, or at leaſt to 
ſecure the Paſſage of what was wanted in 
his Camp.

This Aſtoniſhing Succeſs furniſh'd the Be- 
fiegers with Plenty of all Sorts, and it not be- 
ing in the Power of the Enemy to Obſtruct 
the carry ing on of the Works againſt the Cita- 


del, they were brought to ſuch a Perfection 


as to Threaten a General Storm; wherefore 
they gave it into the Hands of the Adverſe 


by configning over to them the Revenues of 
a Principality, in the Surrender of a Town, 
Sue its Manufactures, Opulence, and 
SitnafforF, was able to contribute more to 
the New Maſters of it, for carrying on the 
War, than half the Conqueſts they had ac- 
quir*d in the Preceeding Campaigns.

and in laying the adjacent Parts open to 
their Incurſions. His Highneſs therefore or- 
der'd Ganda, which was one of them, to be 
Beleaguer'd, after having made the other 
ſubmit to, and accept of a Garriſon which 
he ſent for that purpoſe. Ganda had, by 
order of his Lilianian Majeſty, been ſup- 
ply*d with all things needful for its Defence, 
ſince it was made Tenable by the Acceſſion 
of very ſtrong Fortifications, and been pro- 
vided with more than Twenty Thouſand 
of his choiceſt Troops, under the Command 
of a General who was to regain a Reputa- 
tion that was even almoſt loſt by a former 
Miſcarriage, and threaten'd with the high- 
eſt Diſpleaſure, ſhould he not hold out to 
the laſt Ertremſty; But ſuch was our Illuſtri- 

ous Hero's Conſtancy and Diligence ; ſuch 
his Unwearied Activity and Courage, that 
neither theſe, nor many other Obſtacles, 
could Divert him from his Reſolution ; 
ſuch the Felicity and Succeſs that attended 
every Step he made towards the Attain- 
ment of New Advantages to the Publick, 
that he took it after Three Days hing be

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fore it, tho? it might have held out as many 


Months, at a Time when the Froſt and 


Snow, and Wind and Air, ſeem'd to con- 


ſpire together to fruſtrate his Deſigns. 


Thus ended a Campaign, the moſt Glo- 
rious, Active, and I may ſay Unparallel d, 


x we conſider it's length; the many Strata - 
gems of War that were uſed in it ; the Dif- 
ficulties that were Surmounted, and the 


Wonderful Period it was brought to, that 
ever was read in Hiſtory, Nor were either of 


the Two Houſes of the Senato, then Sitting, 
neglectful of paying a juſt Deference to him, 
that, was the Inſtrument of fuch great Suc- 
ceſſes. The Proatins impatient of f deferring 
their Acknowledgements till Prince Mirabel 
return'd from Abroad, (tho Novicins did all

by Seignior Trbano, who ſucceeded Nor- 
eiu as Scrivan to Palatine, in order to 
make the Conditions as Advantageous to 
the Trading Part of Briromartia as poſſible ; 
That the aforeſaid Empire having been at 
© a vaſt Expence of Blood and Treaſure 
for the Proſecution of that neceſſary War, 


it was but juſt that they ſhould reap ſome 


* Benefit by the Peace. And the Town of 
* Dundiria being a Neſt of Banditti, that 
© infeſted the Sea and Land, and did inft. 
* nite Miſchief to Trade; it was but rea- 


ſonable, that the Demoliſhing of the For- 


© tifications and Harbour ſhould be infifted 
upon in the enſuing Treaty of Peace, 

Both theſe Propoſals were inſtantly 
to, and Prince Mirabel was Inveſted with 
full Powers, in Conjunction with the Man- 
darine Hortenſio, to be Commiſſioners on the 
Part of Britomartia. To give you the Cha- 
racer of this laſt Deligate, is a Task that 
would exhauſt Deſcription itſelf. He was 
Young, Honeſt, and of a try*d Experience, 
infinitely Superiour to his Tears. The firſt 
Qualifications did not Subje& him to thofe 
xvenileInclinations which Men on the wrong 
ide of Confideration, too frequently en- 
tertain : The Second had gifted him with a 
Diſdain of any Siniſter Practice, any Selfiſh, 
Corrupt or Vitious Defign : He was a Man

of Integrity himſelf, and of Sagacity enous! 
to diſtinguiſh thoſe of the ſame Tenge 
from Men of Artificial Diſguiſes, whoſe 
Words and Intentions were of quite con- 
trary Complexions: The laſt entituled him 
to a Revenue that was juſtly pay'd him 


for the great Improvements he had made 
from a Liberal Education, an Unwearied 


Search into the Archives of moſt Courts of 
the Univerſe, a View of their Polities and 
Cuſtoms, a Knowledge of their Languages 
and different Pretenſions. In a word, he 
was Maſter of all Things neceſſary to make 
a great Man, and deſtitute of no one Vir- 
tue or Excellence that was requiſite to the 
finiſhing of a Good One. A 
Two ſuch Deputies, as Mirabel and he; 
reflected Honour back upon the Commiſſion 
they were adorn'd with, and to hear the 
One excite every One's Admiration by the 
Calmneſs of his Arguments, as well as the 
Cogency ; and to be preſent, when the 
Other, diſplay'd the Sophiſtry of the Ene- 
mies Propoſals, with a Vehemence of Per- 
ſuaſion peculiar to himſelf, was what 
Charm'd the Lilianians themſelves into 
ſuch a Reſpe& for their Eloquence and Ju- 
ſtice, that they almoſt comply d with every 
Thing that was urg'd on their Part. But 
as the Monarch who ſent them upon that 
Errand, was Fraudulent and Infidious, 5

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only meant to Amuſe thoſe that were at 

War with him and make them ſlacken their 
Preparations for an early Campaign; fo 
tho? the Preliminaries were Sign'd on all 
Sides, and even the Ambaſſadors of that 
Crown had engag'd, by their Hand-Writ- . 
ing, to Aſſent to 2 and Honourable 

Terms, yet he ſent Orders for thoſe Mini- 

ſters to leave the Place where the Negotia - 
tions were ſet on Foot, and break off fur- 


ther Conferences. | 8 
Hereupon the Confederated States, one 


and all, enter'd into Vigorous Reſolutions 
of purſuing the War till the Common Ene- 
my was brought to Reaſon; and Prince 
Mirabel and Hortenſio, having had their re- 
ſpective Thanks for their ſteady Behaviour 
in this Affair, and their inimitable Conduct; 
the firſt would loſe no time of ſhewing his 
Reſentment for being trifled with by an 
Enemy whom he had ſo often put to the 
Rout, but ſet out immediately for the Ar- 
my ; the laſt likewiſe went upon the Duties 
of his Office, as Nuntiato Extraordinary at 
the Court of Belgiana, and purſuant to his 

Credentials, took up his Reſidence there, 
to Cultivate a ſtrict Friendſhip. between Her 
Imperial Majeſty and thoſe Potentates 
whom ſhe was enter'd into Engagements 
with for the Common Benefit of Mankind. 


B The 
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The Allies, in general, being much Ex- 
aſperated that the hopes of Peace were 
thus eluded by the LCilianians, ſet them- 
ſelves earneſtly at Work to make them feel 
the Want of it; wherefore as ſoon as the 
Troops of each Nation had come to one 
General Encampment, and his Highneſs, 

the Prince, found it would be a Work of 
Difficulty to draw them out from behind 
their ſtrong Lines, where they had En- 
trench'd themſelves; he, in Concert with 
the  Sabundian Archon, Eugenio, form'd a 
Reſolution to Beſiege Nervia, a Town of 
great Importance and incredible Strength : 
He wiſely foreſaw that the Enemy muſt ei- 
ther Face him and give him Battle to pre- 
vent its falling into his Hands, or more 
and more Deſpirit their Fugitive Army, 
by ſuffering it to be taken before their Faces, 
Add to this, that an Acquiſition of ſuch vaſt 
Conſequence, would impower him to ex- 
tend his Conqueſts much farther, and carry 
the War as it were into the very Bowels of 
the Enemies Country. It would ſecure I- 
ſulata from all Hoſtile Incurſions, and en- 
large the Sphere of Contributions. In a 
word, it would enable him to force the 
Lillianians to come to Terms in good ear- 
neſt, and, unleſs it was their Deſign to ha- 
zard all they were poſſeſs'd of, fo accept of

the Conditions which had been offerd

In the mean time Montiana was not Idle, 
ſhe knew that the Empreſs parted with 
Novicius with great Reluctance; ſhe knew 
that favourable Opportunities were always 
to be laid hold of, and therefore when 
Palatina was Unboſoming herfelf of her 
Secrets to her, with her uſual freedom, and 
was lamenting the great Havock the War 
made of her moſt faithful Subjects, the 
heavy Taxes they groan'd under on Account 
of it, and the deplorable Circumſtances 
they were yet to be involv'd in from its 
longer Continuance : Ah Madam, ſaid 
the. Traitoreſs, Mirabel has none of theſe 
Thoughts, and is at this Time Rioting in 
Blood and Slaughter, ProjeFing New Schemes 
for the Deſtruction of your Majeſty's Forces 
againſt Stone Walls, and Meditating upon 
New Penſions and Palaces, while the Faiths 
ful and Loyal Novicius, that has ſervd you 
without Fee or Reward ; has labour'd by Day, 
and been wakeful. by Night for the Preſerva- 
tion of your Imperial Grandure; has been in- 
ceſſant in his Endeavours to reſtore Peace to 
your poor undone People, is never to be ad- 
mitted into your Preſence again. At this the

The Empreſs was Stung with Reflexions 
on the laſt Expreſſions, and rifing from her 
Chair, took him up with Promiſes of tak- 
ing his Counſel, as it ſhonld be privately 
imparted to her ; but injoin'd him to ab- 
ſent himſelf ſtill from Court, only at ſuch 
Times as ſhe ſhould give Directions for, leſt 
the Buſineſs ſhould take Air, and he be loſt 
beyond hopes of compleating his Deſigns. 
Theſe Gracious Aſſurances gave the Trickſecy _

upon Honourable Articles, as ſometime

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after did the Caſtle (that was thought Im- 
pregnable, not only by Reaſon of its Situ- 
ation, but the Works which it had been 


ſtrengthen'd by) upon Diſcretion, after a 


very obſtinate Defence; wherein the Go- 


vernour ſhew'd his Skill in Military Accomp | 


pliſhments. 

But as a Fortreſs of ſuch Prodigious 
Strength, and ſo Terrible by the Beſieged, 
could not be taken without great Effuſion 
of Blood, ſo his Enemies at Home improv'd 
this very Conqueſt to his Diſadvantage, 
and made uſe of his very Succeſſes for ſo 
many Arguments of his Want of Conduct. 
Montiana deafned the Empreſs's Ears with 
the Cries of her dying Subjects, whoſe 
Brains were knock'd out againſt Stone 
Walls, to perpetuate the Honour and Digni- 
ty of her Aſpiring General; Henrico diſh*d 


out Invectives in Print, to perſwade the 


People that the Britomartian Empire con- 
tributed their Blood and Treaſure towards 
taking Towns for other People to be poſ- 
ſeſs'd of them, who might one Day turn 
their Revenues againſt thoſe that had been 
at ſuch vaſt Expence, for their Sake; and 


Arcurio laid it down for a Maxim in Law, 


and with a tolerable Emphaſis, That it was 
againſt all Right and Equity for any Sub- 
ject to be laviſh of the Lives of his Fellow 
Creatures, Nor was Novicins backward in 

com-

compaſſing Sea and Land, in order to gain 
over Proſelites to his Intereſt, which he had 
Artifice and Diſſimulation enough to make 
large Increaſes to every Day. Theſe were 
the Returns pay'd the Prince by his own 
Country-Men, while Aliens and Strangers 
were ſtruck with Admiration at his Won- 
derful Atchievements! This was the Grati- 
tude of ſuch as could not bear with any 
Merit Superior to their own, or Applaud 
any Enterprize which they had no Hand in, 
tho? it rais'd the Reputation of the Land of 
their Nativity! 


However, Mirabel ſtood by his Reſoluti- | 


ons of finiſhing the War as ſoon as poſſible, 
and Decamp'd with Intention to make him- 


ſelf Maſter of the Strong Fortreſs of Mo- 


neſia, or come to a Deciſive Action with 
the Enemy, if they endeavour'd to pre- 
vent the Siege of it. The Lilianianut had 
drain'd all their Garriſons, and Headed by 
their Two Chief Legaro's, had ſtop'd up 
the Avenues to it, by Double and Treble 
Intrenchments. Their Army was much more 
Numerous ; their Troops leſs Fatigu'd, and 
they had all that Art and Nature could do 
to perſwade them to ſuſtain an Attack. 
Their King had fent every one of them 
Promiſes of Preferment, upon Diſcharging 
their Duty like Valiant Officers and Soldi- 
ers, and their Generals had animated them

Rank by Rank, to ſuch a Degree, that the 
ſeem d aſcertainꝰd of Victory. Their Camp 
was as Impervious as a Regular Fortificati- 
on, and they ſeem'd rather, by their Coun- 
tenance and Diſpoſition, to expect a formal 
Siege, than an Aſſault : But Santo Georgio 
was the Britomartian Word, and the Prince 
advanc'd, and made appear that nothing 
is impoſſible to Men that had ſach a Lea- 
der, and were reſolv'd either to Conquer or 
Die.

We have nothing to do for this end, but to 
call to mind the Trophies of Blenia, and ſet 
before our Eyes what we have before done in 
the Battles of Schelbergia, Ramlia, and Ou- 
denia, Let us dwell upon the Memory of 
paſt Ackiont, and think what is ſtill owing to 
), Poſterity. 
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Poſterity- How we are to Tranſmit the Li- 
bertres of Allemannia and Britomartia 
undiminiſhd and entire to them; how we 
are to Eſtabliſh the Belgianian States in the 
Freedom they have purchas'd with their Blood, 
and how we are to Reſcue the Iberian Nati- 


rom Fraud and Violence, from Tyranny

and Oppreſſion : Words would fail me to re- 
count the Conſequences of what is to be ex- 
peed from this Days Service, a failure in 
which muſt blaſt all our former Laurels, and 
remove out of Humane Remembrance our late 
Glorious Undertakings. Come, therefore, my 
Fellow Soldiers, preſs forward with me to the 
Cauſe of Honour, and all that is Praiſe-wor- 
thy. I deſire no Task of you but what I ſhall 
readily do, and invite to Attempt no Difficulty 
which I ſhall not be a Sharer with you in, my 
Self. | 


He ſpoke, and having drawn his Sword, 
and order'd the Trumpets to Sound the 
Charge, he led his Men to the Attack, who 
follow'd him with all poſſible Vigour and 
Alacrity. 
| Noiſe and Confuſion ſoon enſu'd, and 
the Cries and Groans of the Dying on both 
Sides, made Bellona look Ghaſtly and Ter- 
ribly : Thrice did Mirabel thro! Thouſands 
and Thouſands of Deaths bring his Troops 
up to the Head of the Enemies Intrench- 

| ments; 
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ments; Thrice was he Repulgd with gr . 


Loſs, when coming the Fourth Time to 
the Onſet, with loud Clamours of Santo 
Georgio, Santo Georgio, the Lilianians could 


no longer ſtand the Fury of the Charge; 
but ſuffer'd the Aſſailants to break through 


them, and, when over the Barricadoes, to 
form themſelves into a Regular Body. As 
ſlaughter had Glutted itſelf ſome Hours be- 
fore, ſo it continu'd to Gorge itſelf with 
Human Blood, and the Lilianiams, in their 
Turn, came to drive the Federato's from 
the Poſts they had lodg'd themſelves in. 
When their Prime Legato was Wounded and 
carry'd out of the Field, which diſcou- 
rag'd them ſo, that without Rallying any 
more, they left a Compleat Victory to the 
Prince and his Army, who purſu'd them, 
and took and kill'd abundance of Officers 
and Soldiers in their Flight : They. likewiſe 
made themſelves Maſters of many Stand- 
ards and Colours, with other Appurtenan- 
ces belonging to a Routed Army. 


When this Battle was over, which laſted 


Six Hours and a half, the Federato's Gene- 
rals were amaz d at what Difficulties they 
had Surmounted, at Sight of the Advan- 
tageous Poſts from which they had driven 
the Enemy; for indeed all the Officers and 
Soldiers of the Adverſe Part, had ſhewn in 
this Obſtinate Engagement, as rar me 
7 | ution, 
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lation, Intrepidity and Firmneſs, as ever 
were even known in theſe latter Times, or 
ſtand Recorded in Antient Story, and either 
Spirited by their Intrenchments, or Anima- 
ted-by the Shame of their former Defeats, 
defended themſelves with unexpected Brave- 
ry. from halt an Hour paſt Eight in the 
Morning, till half an Hour paſt Two in 
the Afternoon. It is true, indeed, they 
were forc'd to give way to the Superior 
Courage and Good Fortune of the Allies, 
whoſe Generals were, during the whole 
Fight, continually at the Head of the 
Troops in the Heat of the Action. Upon 
the whole matter, thoſe who pretended to 
Judge impartially of the Battel, were of 
Opinion, That all Things confider'd, the 
Þederato's gain'd a very Remarkable and 
Glorious Victory; but paid fo dear for it, 


that ſome who were of Noviciuss Party 


ſaid, Two ſuch Victories more would have 
undone them; and on the other Hand there 
were not wanting thoſe that affirm'd, That 
tho? the Lil:awiars were beaten from their 
fortify'd Camp, and Joſt the Field of Bat- 
tle, yet they Retriev'd their former Reputa- 
tion ; but then their not attempting 
afterwards to Relieve Moneſſa, as it expogd 
their Impotence, ſo did it make appear, 
that their Loſs was much greater than they 


gave out,

This Action at Blarenia being over, the 
Victorious Army was order'd to Encamp a 
little beyond the Battle, which was cover'd 
with the Bodies of Men Dead, Dying and 
Wounded, and which gave ſignal Oppor- 
tunities to Prince Mirabel of giving treſh 
Inſtances of his Generoſity and Humanity. 
He rode over the Plain, where the poor 
Creatures on both Sides lay extended, viſi- 
ted the Intrenchments, which were full of 
ſuch as without help muſt have immediate- 
ly Periſh*d, and gave Orders that Care 
ſhould be taken both of Friends and Ene- 
mies ; but above all, he diſtinguiſh'd him- 
ſelf in the Preſervation of a certain Lilia. 
nian Tribuno, whom he had formerly 
known during his Reſidence at that Court, 
and ſeen to perform Wonders in the Bat- 
tle: The Unfortunate Gentleman was ly- 
ing amongſt the Slain, with a large Dia- 
mond that hung at the bottom of a Rib- 
band about his Neck, that betoken'd him 
to be of the Order of Santo Loviſio, and a 
Centinel was juſt going to diſpatch him for 
the ſake of the Plunder: With that the 
Prince calPd out to the Fellow, and com- 
manded him to forbear, and he would 
Ranſom the Officer's Body at the Price of 
whatſoever ſhould be found about him. 
Accordingly, by a nearer View of him, he 
Jump'd from his Horſe, and bound up his 
Wounds 
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Wounds with his own Scarf, as he was al- 
moſt ready to Expire. By this means the 
Tribuno's Life was ſav'd, and he, after he 
was cured by the Prince's own Surgeon, at 
his proper Charge, diſmiſs d to his Poſt. in 
the Enemies Army ; the Soldier had like- 
wiſe Five Hundred Chequins of Gold given 


him in Lieu of the Ribban of the Order; 


which may ſerve as an Anſwer to all 


thoſe Scandalons Reports, that took Air 


amongſt the Factious of thoſe Times, con- 
cerning Mirabel's Avarice and Parſimony. 
The Siege of Moneſia having been carried 
on with the ſame Succeſs as the Battle had 
been fought, and the Town Surrender d to

He told the Magiftrates 
of the Metropolis, that they perverted, Ju- 
ſtice, and did things much unworthy of 
their High Stations ; he inveigh'd againſt 
the Court for ſiniſter Deſigns in View z and 
exhorted the Populace, from falſe Po- 
ſitions of the Temple's being in Danger, 
to take up Arms and Dethrone thoſe that 
held the Reins of Government immediately 
under the Empreſs. In ſhort, he caſt moſt 
bitter Reflections upon the Revolution, that 
was brought to paſs under ths. Emperor 
Aurantio, and cry'd up Palatiua's Heredita- 
ry Right, when had it not been for that 
Revolution, ſhe would never have Reign'd 
over Britomartia ; He made Invectives 
againſt his Superiors for Tyranny and Op- 
preſſion, when but for their ſetting aſide 
Draco tor the Exerciſe of theſe Two Vices, 
the whole Conſtitution had been totally 
Unhing'd and Subverted. To this he added 
his Apprehenſions and Cancern for the Em- 
preſs herſelf, upon whoſe Preſervation the 
Welfare of her People ſolely depended, 
and did it with ſach a Pathetick Vehee 
mence of Expreſſion, as gain'd Credit from 
mol; that heard him. He told his Audience 
that the poor Palatine was little better than 
a Slave to her own Servants z that ſhe way 
the moſt Juſt, Good, and Gracious of all 
Sovereigns, and they the moſt Vile, Ars

bitrary, and Wieked of all Subjects; and not 
content with Haranguing his Audience out of 
their Senſes after this Faſhion, he dealt about 
the Poiſon, by diſperſing Copies of theſe 
bitter InveRives through every Province of 
the Empire, that the Subjects might be 
awaken'd at their Princes and their Temples 
Suppoſititious Danger. 


. Novicius foreſaw, from the Temper of 


the Senato, that they would not tamely 
bare with theſe Indignities put upon the 
Adminiſtration, and therefore, by his Agents, 
-puſt*d them forwards upon Extreams, to 
ſhew their Reſentment, He knew that 
amongſt the Proatint were ſome Sycophants, 
who to make their Court to Perſons in High 
Stations, would Exaggerate this Offence to 
the greateſt Degree, and therefore work'd 


themſelves to Complaints and Invectives 


againſt Arifacio's Proceedings (for that was 


the Name of the Mad Sacriſto) and unpre- 


. cedented | Accuſations. There was One 
Eborocano, Son to a Patriarcho of that 
Name, fitting i in the Houſe, who to patch 
up a Decay d Fortune, and obtain a Pen- 
ſion from the Miniſtry for his better Subſi- 
ſtance, was always ready to ſhew excels of 
Zeal for their Honour and Service, and this 
was the Man whom he pitch'd upon to 
; Arraign the Diſcourſe above-mention'd, and 
who did it with ſuch an Air, for he was

poſſeſs?d of Parts and Eloquence enough, 
tho' he had not Judgment enough to know 
that he was made a Tool of, as to obtain a 
Decreto, not only for the Author's Com- 
mitment, but his Tryal for High Crimes 
and Miſdemeanours, not as a Common 
Offender in the Ordinary Courts of Juſtice, 
but in the moſt Publick manner that a De- 
linquent of the higheſt Nature could be

| Thoſe that ſeemingly forwarded this Try- 
al, were not Ignorant of the Commiſerati- 
on which the common ſort of People ge- 
nerally have for Men under _ Diſtreſs, 
. eſpecially ſuch as wear the Sacred Habit, 

which entitles them to a more than Ordi. 
nary Reverence and Reſpect. They could 
not but be appriz'd of the Sentiments of 
the Subjects, when One whoſe Office it was 
to Preach up Duty and Submiſſion to the 
Sovereign, ſhould be call'd in Queſtion, and 
Impriſon'd for ſo doing, rightly judging that 
they would immediately call his Cauſe the 
Cauſe of Religion and Injur'd Majeſty, and 
Subſcribe to any Remonſtrance in ſuch a 
Man's Favour. Therefore they mix'd 
themſelves (by Nowicius's Orders) with 
the Proletarian Rabble, buzz'd intended 
Perſecutions in their Ears, and intimated to 
them that this was but the Prelude to the

thoſe that had the Inſolence openly to 
Summon an Expounder of Religious In- 
ſtitutes before them, merely (as they took 
care to give out) for dehorting People from 
the Practice of Reſiſtance to Princes, would 


of neceſſity put that Reſiſtance in force 


upon any proper Occaſion, contrary to their 


Faith and Allegiance, and in breach of the 


known Laws of their Country. 

The Effect fully came up to the Deſign, 
for the Populace gather'd together Tumul - 
tuouſly in his Behalf, and attended upon 
him to and from the Prætorian Hall, du- 


ring the Time of his Tryal, not as a Cri- 


minal, but as one that Merited a Triumph; 


and Erifacio, who was naturally of a 

Superb and Vain Temper, had the Satis- 
faction to ſee himſelf the Idol of the Mob, 
while he became the Contempt and Scorn 
of more Generous Minds. This Intempe- 
rance of the Multitude ſwelPd itſelf almoſt 
into an Aſſault upon his Judges, whom 
they would not ſuffer to go to the Judg- 
ment-Seat without dire Imprecations, and 
even the Empreſs Palatina herſelf, who was 
prevail'd with by Monti aua to be preſent at 
the Pleadings on both Sides, on purpoſe 
to Exaſperate her againſt thoſe Proceedings, 
had her Name prophan'd by them, with 
Entreaties to ſtand by the Temple and the 


Sacrifta, Yet ' notwithſtanding all theſe

fence, by the means of Bellcawpo, who 

_ tho? he Voted againſt the Doctrine, was 
for ſparing the Man, had the Mortification 

to ſee his falſe Doctrines Condemn'd and 

Exploded, after he had Preſumptuouſly 

call'd the Divine Power to witneſs his In- 

nocence, and conjur'd the Gods of Brito- 
grartia, to the Horror of all good Men, to 


atteſt the greateſt and moſt apparent Un- 
truths, s 


Not but this Tryal made a very great 
Impreſſion (as had been foreſeen by Mira- 
bel, who would have prevented it before 

his Departure) upon the Generality of the 
People, and even Palatina, tho? ſhe thought 
fit to tell the Senato at their riſing, that it 
had taken up a great and neceſſary Part of 
their Time, and prefer'd one of the moſt 
Violent Caxfidico's againſt the Sacriſto, to 
the Office of Chief Syndike, had her Tem- 
per ruffled by ſome Expreſſions, wherein 
too great a Liberty was taken in ſpeaking 
of Crown'd Heads. What added to her 

Diſlike, was the Sight of Importunities 
from all Parts, for her to Iſſue out ow 
os tes 
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* (44), 
dates for the Choice of a New Senta, 
and Remonſtrances from every Province of 
the Empire, againſt ſuch as. oppugr'd the 
the Divine Hereditary Right of the Supreme 
Magiſtrate 3 for Novicius had not only bu- 
fied * himſelf in Fomenting Tumultuous 
Proceedings in the Chief City, but had 
likewiſe alarm'd- the Country with Fears 
and Jealouſy. They were told that the 
» Mandarines aim'd at nothing more than to 
Convert the Imperial Government into a 
Republick ; that the Proatins would, if 
permitted to ſit again, make themſelves 
perpetual Repreſentatives of the People, 
and that the Temples were in Danger of 
being put to other Uſes, than the Celebration 
of Religious Worſhip. To make theſe 
Stories gain upon their Weak Underſtand- 
ings, the Sacriſto that was now made a mere 
Brazen Idol, was equip'd and ſet on Horſe- 
back, with a ſplended Retinue of Hare- 
brain'd Drunken Fellows, to make a CO: 
cade through the Citjes, Towns, and 
lages of the Empire, and to drink Pro "ag 
rity to himſelf, the Temple, and the Em- 
preſs ; for tho Palatina was Supreme Head 
in Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical as well as Civil, 
yet it was the Language of the Party to 
make uſe of her Name, in the laſt Place, 
upon all theſe Frantick Occaſt ons.

' "To return to Prince Mirabel, that inde- 
fatigable General was early in the Field, 
after he found the Lilianianr as inſincere as 
formerly in the Negotiations for Peace, and 
in. Conjunction with the Archon of Sabaudia 
form'd the Army and made a ſurprizing 
March towards the Enemies Lines, which 
they enter'd without any oppoſition, the 
few Troops that guarded the Poſt where 
they broke in being unprepar'd to receive 
them, retir'd at the Approach of the Fede- 
rato's without ſtriking one Blow.

for as it cover'd the Enemies Frontiers, and 


laid the Berian Lom Countries open to their 
Invaſions, ſo ever ſince the Reign of Henrico 


the Second of that Name, the Lil:aniavs 


left no means untry'd to get Poſſeſſion of 
it, in which having at laſt ſucceeded in the 
Reign of Loviſo, whom it was then ſubjett 
to, they immediately added New Works to 
the Fortifications, made it a Place of Arms, 
erected Magazines, and a Foundery therein, 
and cut a Canal for uniting the Bifluvie 
and the Scarzatria, which gave them an eaſy 
Entrance (as has been before ſaid) into 
the Provinces above-mention'd.

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would thereby be open'd, which would 
afford a Conveniency for maintaining 
Numerous Garriſons in thoſe Parts, and an 


Opportunity to make a further Progreſs i into 
the Enemies Country. 


Purſuant to this Reſolution, the Trenches | 


were open d, after the neceſſary Preparati- 


ons previous to it had been made, and the 
Prince, according to his wonted Generofity 


itted the Britomartian Students, 
and the Ladies, who defir'd that Favour, 
to Retire. As the Town was of prodigi- 
ons Strength, ſo the Attacks that were car- 
ried on againſt it, requir d ſome time to put 
the Beſiegers in a Capacity of Storming it. 
When after Two Months fitting down be- 
fore it, the Troops commanded for that 
Service perform'd it with wonderful Brave- 

ry, and took Poſt on the Ravelins above the 
Breach on the Rampart, at the-Right and 


Left Attacks, by which the Enemy were 


brought to the laſt Extremity, and forc'd 
to Capitulate, maugre all the Advances 
made on the Part of Villario, the Lilia-

+ The Lilianiant had poſitively 'given out,

which were leaſt expos'd, to ſtrengthen 
their Army, which was now grown very 

_ Numerous 
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Numerous; but when ſome Fotces, after 
Repairing the Breaches of that Place, were 
ordered to take in Bethuvia, ànd the Groſs 
of the Federato's Army lay to Cover the 
Siege, in a Camp without any Intrench- 
ments, and gave them a fair Opportunity 
for an Engagement, they not only ſuffer'd 
that Fortreſs alſo to be wreſted from them 


in their very Sight, but likewiſe by the 


Poſture of their Situation, and ſubmiſlive 


Countenance, ſeem'd to agree to the Cap- 


ture of Santa Vincia, and the Impregnable 
City of Aturum, by their not moving to- 
wards either of their Reliefs. 

Thus ended that Glorious and Advanta- 
gious Campaign, by which the Federato's 
obtain'd ſo firm a footing in Arteſia, that 
all the Places which the Enemy were ſtill 
poſleſs'd of in that Province were expos'd 
to farther Irruptions.

higheſt Reputation with the Sexato, was 
now grown out ot that Implicite Credit he 
was before poſſeſsd of. He had receiv'd 
Information long before of Soliterrario's 
Diſgrace, who was remov'd upon the Pre- 
tence of a too Haughty Demeanour towards 
his Miſtreſs, and ſucceeded by the Mand a- 
rine Crurino, a Nobleman, of Abilities 
enough to come into competition with his 
Predeceſſor, had not thoſe who were pre- 
fer'd ſoon after him acquir'd too great an 
Influence over him. He knew, whom Del 
phino was to make room for, tho? a certain 
SGentleman's Modeſty would not let him 
openly Aſpire to that Place during the Lite 
of Roffenio; he was likewiſe acquainted 
with all the other Removals, with the Call of 
New Deputies to Repreſent the Proatins, 
and could not but perceive what Treat- 
ment he himſelf was to expect, by the Su- 
perſeding ſome of his beſt Friends Commiſſi- 
ons belonging to the Army. However to give 
no Handle to thoſe Enemies who ſought all 
Opportunities of rendring him Odious, he 
neither ſhew'd any Tokens of Diſguſt, or 
any ways expoſtulated with her Imperial

Upon his Entraace into the Metropolis 
of Britomartia, his Carouch was attended 
by Multitudes of People with lighted Ta- 
pers and Flambeaux, who by their Accla- 
mations expreſs'd their Joy at his Highneſs's 
happy Return; and tho? he well knew the 
Inſtability and Emptineſs of the. Applauſe 
could not but be well pleas'd to [ee himſelf 
welcome to a. Mobility, which ſome Months 
before was Tumultuous in favour of Opi- 
nions, thoſe of his greateſt Friends ran 
Counter to, and which were the main Oc- 
caſions of the late Alterations. However, 
he who never courted, or affected Popula- 
rity, thought it Prudence to avoid the leaſt 
ſhew of it, and therefore inſtead of going 
directly to his own Apartments in the Im- 
perial Palace, He call'd in at that of the 
Mandarine Montacutio, where having reſted 
an Hour or Two, he went out by a private 
Door, to give the Emprefs an Account of 
the laſt Campaign, and his Negotiations 
for the Happy carrying on another, and 
met with his accuſtom'd Reception from fo 
much Grace and Goodneſs as that Incom- 
arable Princeſs had ever been fam'd for, 

His Highneſs was no ſooner arriv'd, but 
the Adverſe Party play'd upon him from 
all their Batteries of Scandal, and though

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Novicius, and the reſt of his adherents, 


pay'd him Viſits of Congratulation, *twas 
eaſily perceiv'd who ſet the Mercenaries at 
work, and hir d thoſe abandon'd Defamers 
to blaſt a Reputation that was above the 
reach of Calumny, yet inceſſantly attack'd 


by it. Palatina, amidſt all the late Changes, 


would hear nothing that bore any Tenden- 
cy to his Diſmiſſion, and was too ſenſible 
of the Glory he had acquir'd for her, and 
the Dominions ſhe rul'd over, th be induc'd 
even to think of laying him aſide : She had 


indeed, not without great Tokens of Re- 


luctance, admitted the Splenetick Rofferio in- 
to the Place of the Sedate, Wiſe and Learned 


Somerio; ſhe had recall d the Vigilant and 


Diſcreet Thomaſro from his Government 
of the Juvernato Territories, to ſupply that 
important High Poſt, with the Fickle, Amo- 
rous, Trifling and Inconſiderate Promato 5 
ſhe had given the Deſigning, Sharping, 
Rhiming Aleatorio the Dignity of Sene- 
ſchallo of her Houſhold, that had been

Danmonio; ; ſhe had made the Time-Serv-

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vout and Faithful Cantio; ſhe had Inveſted 
the Two-fac'd, Canting, e

ing, Tricking N, in Conjunction 
with the Illiterate, Brainleſs, Laſcivious and 
Profuſe Auſeluo, with the Office of Inſpec- 
tor of her Revenues, well knowing that 
the Prudent, Abſtemious and Frugal Del- 
phino's Poſt was infinitely Superior to any 
Single Man's Capacity but his own ; ſhe 
had beſtow'd the Dignity of her Chief Ss. 
gillario upon the Noiſy, Verboſe Luſt- 
ful and Inconſtant 4 —, that had a Lu- 
ſtre given to it by the Perſuaſive, Conciſe, 
Eloquent and Immutable Cpernico; ſhe had 
conſign'd the Scrivanſbip, in the Exerciſe of 
which the Juſt, Courteons, even Temper d 
and Careful Urbano had fhew'd the moft 
Conſummate Experience, into the Hands 
of the Volatile, Haughty, Capricious, Hu- 
merſome and Intriguing H —— : So that 
all the Chief Dignities of the Empire being 
in the New-fangled C-— s Hands, excep- 
ting that of his Highneſs, they had nothing 
that bore any Colour of Reaſon to infinu-
